Valuable as Bedding, Feed and 


Fertilizer. 


Straw is too valuable to burn, says 
the Kansas Industrialist. 
The 
total 
Value of the fertilizing constituents 
of 
a ton of straw Is $2.29. 
When a ton of 
straw is burned the nitrogen 
lost 
Is 
worth $1.44. 
The phosphorus and po- 
tassium remain In the ash. 
The best way to utilize straw is to 
use it as bedding. 
It will absorb the 
liquid, which contains most of the nitro- 
gen excreted 
from 
the animal 
body. 
Some farmers will say that tbey have 
more straw than they can use to 
ad- 
vantage for bedding. 
Never be afraid 
to use plenty of bedding, as 
domestic-animal- 
s 
enjoy 
dry 
sleeping quarters 
and 
will thrive 
better if they 
have 
them. 
Then haul out the manure. 
By 
this method you not only get the full 
fertilizing value of the straw and the 
manure, 
but you 
also 
add 
a 
large 
amount of humus to the soil. 
Some straw may be used for feed. 
Stock 
cattle 
will 
consume 
large 
amounts 
of bright straw, 
especially 
oat straw. 
Mature horses doing little 
or no work In the winter may be kept 
In good condition by feeding a ration 
of grain, oats, straw and a little hay. 


Preparing Wheat Land. 
For wheat a firmly compacted 
seed 
bed, with two or three inches of loose 
soil on the surface, 
Is better than ex- 
tremely mellow soil. 
This is because 
our wheat is sown in a usually dry 
period, when moisture must be retain- 
ed to the greatest extent possible.

Is advisable to plow for wheat as early 
as possible and then give constant cul-

He was King Richard 
I. 
of England, nicknamed 
Coeur de Lion 
("Uon Heart"). 
When Richard was only 15 (in 1173) 
he joined a rebellion against his own 
father. King Henry II. 
The rebellion 
was crushed and Henry freely forgave 
his unnatural son. But ten years later, 
Richard 
was once more up in 
arms 
against his father; 
joining 
Henry's 
bitter enemy, the king of France, and 
doing all in hi3 power to injure not 
only Henry, but also the country 
he 
expected one day to rule. 
Richard and the French king at last 
conquered 
Henry 
and forced 
him to 
sign a peace treaty. 
The shame of be- 
ing humiliated 
by his son 
was 
too 
much for the old monarch. 
He died 
broken 
hearted 
two 
days 
after the 
treaty was signed. 
Richard was now 
king of England. 
He had spent most 
of his life 
in France. 
He had not 
taken the trouble to learn the English 
language. 
He had, anparemly, 
no in- 
terest at all either in England nor in 
its people, save aa he could wring from 
them huge sums of money with which 
to indulge his favorite pastime of war- 
fare. 
Yet, for the moment, 
he was 
re- 
morseful 
over 
his treatment 
of 
his 
dead father, and he won much sympa- 
thy by weeping in maudlin fashion at 
the dead king's tomb. 
Then, less than 
two months after he was crowned, he 
left England 
and Joined 
a 
crusade 
which was aimed to win back the Holy 
Land from the SaracenB. 
Richard wanted money for this ven- 
ture. So he not only overtaxed his peo- 
ple, but sold back England's

of Scotland, which hia father had won 
by hard fighting.

ard set out on the Crusade. 
Of all the many crusader chiefs in 
all the various 
crusades, 
none,

haps, has won as much fame as Rich-

and on so little justification.

yond the capture of one Saracen city 
Acre's surrender were not fulfilled 
to his liking, he retaliated by 
massa-crein- g 
2,700 helpless Saracen prisoners
